LAWS  OF  KENTUCKY. 

An  ACT  to  r.mtnd  the  law  of  proceeding 

in  civil  cases. 

Approved  December  18,  l8oo. 

Sec.  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  as- 
sembly, that  in  actions  of  ejectment,  it 
lhall  be  lawful  for  the  plaintiff  to  declare 
in  liis  proper  name,  as  in  other  actions, 
againft  the  defendant,  by  his  proper  name 
and  inflead  of  the  fictious  figgeitions  of 
leafe,  entry  and  puffer,  to  date  that  be  i» 
legally  entitled  to  the  premises,  and  aver 
the  ejectment  and  trefpafs  of  the  defend- 
ant. And  the*  defendant  may  in  his  de- 
fence, plead  not  guilty,  or  plead  his  title 
according  to  its  truth  :  the  parties  having 
the  fame  right  of  pleading,  joining  llfue, 
and  demurring  as  in  other  cafes.  The 
declaration  in  ejectment  ihall  be  ferved 
by  delivering  a  copy  thereof,  and  notice 
of  the  day  on  which  the  defendant  is  to 
appear  to  defend  the  fuit.  The  ejectment 
fliall  be  put  on  the  rule  dockett,  as  other 
caufes.  But  the  perfon  through  whom 
the  poffeiTor  of  the  premifes  in  quell'ion 
claims  title,  may  on  motion  be  admit- 
ted defer.dent  as  heretofore. 

Sec.  2.  And  ie  it  further  enabled,  that 
confent  of  the  parties,  certified  by  their 
written  agreement,  or  the  record,  fliall 
always  give  jurifdiction  to  the  general 
court  or  other  inferior  courts, having cog- 
ntianCeof  fimilar  fubjects.  No  plea  in  a- 
batement  lhall  be  filed  on  felting  slide  of- 
fice judgements  or  writs  of  enquiry,  un 
lefs  the  caufe  of  abatement  hath  art- 
fen  fince  the  laft  continuance  of  the 
fuits. 

•  Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  that 
in  all  cafes  where  a  capias  requires  no 
bail,  actual  arrett  of  the  defendant  fliall 
be  unneceffary;  but  reading  the  writ  to 
the  defendant,  or  delivering  him  a  copy 
thereof,  or  if  he  will  not  hear  the  writ, 
or  receive  the  copy,  then  throwing  down 
fuch  copy  in  his  prefence,  thai!  be  a  good 
fervice  of  futh  capias:  and  the  flieriff 
returning  that  he  lias  puifued  either  o1" 
the  above  meafures,  fliall  be  equal  to  a 
return  of  execution:  and  it  lhall  not  be 
lawful  for  him  to  return  that  he  was 
kept  off  by  force  from  executing  futh 
writ.  And  in  cafes  in  which  the  .vrit 
re  juires  the  flierirf  to  take  bail  2nd  the 
d  lant  lhall  ufc  arms  or  threats  to 
koej  o-T  t.ich  flieriff,  he  may  in  tike 
&S3&  dowjuigc-ii^:  -by  ej . 
n  f.is  pivic.ic>s  ."*«a  return  a  copy  left 
whereon  the  plauSttff  may  order  an  at- 
tachment as  in  cafes  of  a  return  of  a  copy 
left. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  that 
if  any  inferior  court  do  refufe  to  lign  a 
bill  of  exceptions  tendered  to  them  and 
the  fame  is  certified  and  iigned  by  the  by- 
ftander?,  is  the  law  requires,  the  court 
fliall  pe.  it  the  laid  bill  to  be  filed  and 
become  a  part  of  the  record;  and  if 
they  refufe,  the  court  of  appeals  may, 
when  fuch  caufe  is  brought  before  them 
by  writ  of  error  or  appeal,  upon  proper 
affidavits  of  fuch  refufal  in  their  difcrc- 
tion,  admit  fuch  bill  of  exceptions  as  a 
part  of  the  record.  When  the  court 
fliall  certify  as  caufe  of  their  refufal  to 
fign  fuch  bill,  that  its  flatcment  ii  not 
true,  and  by  (landers  ihall  fign  the  bill 
certifying  its  truth,  affidavits  may  be  ta- 
ken bv  either  party,  as  to  its  truth,  dur- 
ing the  term,  or  if  the  caufe  be  tried  on 
the  lalt  day  thereof,  then  within  five 
days  thereafter,  and  in  either  cafe  lhall 
be  depnfited  with  the  clerk,  and  fliall  be 
certified  with  the  record:  but  neither!

carry  on  any  fuit  or  action  for*  the  adjuft- 
ment  of  any  claim  to  laid  land  :  Provided 
li.i.vever.  that  it  lhall  be  la.vful  for  fuch 
niiiiorri:ifane  perfon  or  feme  covert,  with 
in  tHfree  years  a'cer  their  federal  dif- 
abilities  are  removed;  and  of  laid  non- 
refidents  within  five  years  after  rendering 
fa!  1  judgment  1  or  decree,  to  impeach, re- 
verie and  vacate  the  fame  on  the  groundof 
fraud  or  collulion  of  fuch  refident,  joint- 
tenant  or  tenant  in  common,  in  obtaining 
the  fame. 

Sec.  6._  In  fuits  ir.  chancery,  the  plain, 
tiff may  take  depositions  within  one  month 
after  he  has  filed  his  bill,  if  he  pleafcs  to 
do  10:  and  the  defendant  may  do  the 
like  immediately  after  filing  his  anfwer, 
whether  replication  be  made  thereto  or 
not.  Sfthsfiiitia  in  fuch  (late  as  to  al- 
low of  taking  depositions  it  lhall  be  un- 
neceffary for  either  party  to  have  a

9,  On  the  dillolution  of  an  injunc- 
tion, judgment  fliall  be  given  by  the  court 
againlt  the  fecurities,  as  well  as  the  plain- 
tiff in  the  injunction  bond.

Approved,  December  SO,  lioo. 

Be  it  enabled  by  the  general  assembly, 
that  if  any  judge  of  any  court  within  this 
commonwealth,  who  is  or  (hall  be  enti- 
tled to  an  annual  falary,  fliall  fail  to  at- 
tend at  any  term  or  terms  of  a  court  to 
.vhich  he  by  law  is  bound  to  attend,  In 
every  fuch  *afe,  there  fliall  be  a  deduc- 
tion from  his  annual  falary,  proportioning 
the  term  or  terms  fo  loft,  to  the  terms 
which  by  law  the  faid  judge  was  bound  to 
attend;  and  in  order  to  afcertain  the 
number  of  terms  which  the  laid  judge  has 
attended,  it  fliall  be  neceffary  for  him  to 
produce  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts, 
certificates  from  the  clerks  of  the  feveral 
courts  in  which  he  prefides,  dating  there- 
in the  number  of  terms  fuch  judge  has  at- 
tended; and  the  auditor  in  illuing  his 
warrant,  fliall  be  governed  as  te>  the  fame, 
by  fuch  certificates  ;  Provided  however, 
if  it  fliall  appear  to  the  auditor,  from  the

Sec.  I.  BE  it  enabled  by  the  present 
general  assembly,  that  the  warrants  if- 
fued  by  the  auditor  of  public  accounts 
for  this  commonwealth,  by  virtue  of  the 
act  puffed  laltfeffion  of  affemblv,  entitled 
"  an  act  fur  the  redemption  of  certain 
certificates,  and  for  other  purpofes," 
fliall  be  receivable  by  the  re»i(ter  of  the 
land  office,  in  difcharge  of  the  fees  to  be 
paid  on  platts  and  certificates  of  lands 
which  fliall  be  returned  to  his  office. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  that

the  auditor  fliall,  and  he  is  hereby  direct- 
ed to  have  recourfe  to  the  original  books 
of  the  commiifioners,  in  his  office  j  and 
ov  finding  the  faid  certificate  or  certifi- 
cates entered  therein,  he  fliall  iffuc  an 
audited    .ertificate  therefor.   ?" A  fliall 


wiske  a  note  in  tKe  margin  of  the  faid 
commiifioners  books,  which  (hall  operate 
as  a  check  againit  counterfeits. 

This  act  ihall  commence  aud  be  in 
force  from  its  paffage. 

Ah  ACT  to  amend  the  several  acts  con- 
cerning the  Miliiim. 

BE  it  enaclea  by  the  general  assembly, 
That  it  lhall  De  uic  duty  of  the  comman- 
dants of  companies,  within  this  com- 
monwealth, to  make  out  a  return  of  the 
ltrcngth  and  accoutrements  of  their  re- 
lpccUve  companies,  and  deliver  the  fame 
to  the  adjutant  ol  the  regiment,  to  which 
he  may  belong,  on  or  belore  the  firft  day 
pf  October  annually,  whole  duty  it  flial 
be  to  make  out  a  complete  regimental  te 
turn,  and  deliver  the  fame  to  the  bri;

Be  it  further  enabled,  that  all 
fines  hereafter  aliened,  by  any  regimen- 
tal or  battalion  court  martial,  lhall  be 
by  the  judge  advocate  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  commanding  officer  of  lucli  regi-

benefit  of  fuch  regiment,  fubject  to  the 
order  only,  of  the  commanding  officer 
of  faid  regiment,  and  for  the  purpofes 
heretofore  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enabled,  that  the 
feveral  brigade  infpectors  in  lieu  of  an 
annual  falary  fliall  be  allowed  two  dollars 
per  day,  for  every  day  they  are  actually 
employed,  in  the  duties  of  their  office, 
to  be  paid  in  the  fame  manner,  and  under

VRENCH  TJREAtT. 
SENATE  oj  mi  UNITED  STATES, 

For  ftmr  daye  pail  the  French  treaty 
has  been  bifore  the  Senate,  who  have 
been  engaged  in  reading  the  documents 
that  accompanied  it,  which  are  circum- 
i-ncial,  and  which  are  part  in  Engliih, 
and  part  in  French. 

The  following  are  its  principal  features. 

1.  The  inferument  is  denominated  a 
Convention. 

2.  It  begins  by  laying  afide  for  the  pre- 
fent  and  fubmitting  to  future  negotiation 
and  explanation,  the  obligations  impofed 
by  the  treaty  of '78,  and  by  the  confular 
convention  ;  declaring  that  }in  the  mean 
time  thofe  act  fliall  be  of  no  avail. 

3.  The  period  of  its  continuance  is 
unlimited. 

4.  It  directs  a  reciprocal  reftitution  of 
all  national  armed  fliips  captured  by  each 
nation. 

5.  It  indirectly  admits  the  fliips  of  war 
•f  each  nation,  with  their  prizes  to  ob- 
tain admiffion  and  affylum  in  the  ports  of 
the  other. 

6.  It  declares  that  the  citizens  of  each 
nation  fliall  recover  from  the  citizens  of 
the  other  or  its  government,  all  jult  de- 
mands, excepting  property,  either  confif 
cated  or  captured  on  the  ocean  uudor  na- 
tional authority. 


7.  It  declares  that  In  cafe  of  a  declara- 
tion of  war  by  one  nation,  the  citizens  of 
the  other  (bail  have  twelve  months  to  re- 
move with  their  effects. 

8.  It  eitabliflies  between  the  two  nati- 
ons the  principle  that  free  botoms  make 
free  goods, 

9.  It  declares  that  veffels  of  one  nation 
failing  under  convoy  fliall  not  be  fuLject 
to  examination  by  the  armtd  fliips  of  the 
other. 

10.  It  confiderably  diminilhcs  the  lift 
of  contraband  articles. 

It  was  on  Wedncfday  the  7th  inft. 
(inltcad  of  Tucfday  as  publifhed  in  our 
laft)tlnt  the  very  uncommon  Meteor  wan

BY  YESTERDAY'S  MAIL. 

LONDON,  November  12. 
The  alterations  in  the  new  great  feaT# 
now  finiflied,  and  in  the  cuflody  of  the> 
lord  high  chancelor,  are,  that  the  arms  of 
France  are  entirely  expunged:  the  arm* 
of  England  of  Scotland,  of  Wrier,  and  of 
Ireland,  are  quartered  ;  and  the  arms  of 
Hanover  are  placed  upon  the  centre  of 
the  four  quarters.  His  majefty,  in  the- 
new  leal,  inltead  of  being  lliled  king  of 
Great  Brtain,  France  and  Ireland,  ftilen 
himfelf  fimply,  BRtT aniorum  rkx — king 
of  the  British.  The  title  has  a  very  ex- 
tenlive  and  appropriate  meaning.  It  in- 
cludes not  o*.ly'the  Britilh  Hies,  but  all 
fubjects  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe, 
living  under  the  Britifli  dominion.  Hist 
majelly,  in  council,  has  given  orders  that 
his  title,  arms,  &c.  (hall  be  altered  at  the* 
expiration  of  the  preient  year,  in  all  pub- 
lic inltrumcnts,  &c.  And  orders  are* 
iikewife  given  to  have  the  arms  of  all  then 
royal  carriages  altered  as  abovci 
November  17. 
The  arrival  of  Cobenzcl  and  Jofeph 
Buonaparte  at  Luneviile,  is  put  out  of 
doubt,  by  the  Paris  papers  to  the  12th, 
which  we  received  on  Saturday.  -The 
Journals  were  brought  to  Dover,  by  the 
veffel  which  purpofely  failed  from  Calaie 
with  Mr.  Mau.-ix,  the  meffenger,  who 
fome  time  ago  brought  difpatches  from 
Cobenzei,tothe  Britifli  court — He  again 
comes  with  propofals  for  the  admiffion  of 
an  Engliih  miniller  at  Luneviile.  Count 
Stahremberg being  at  Twickenham  whea 
Mr.  Maurix  reached  town,  his  difpatch- 
es did  not  regularly  come  before  our  ca- 
binet on  Saturday. 

By  accounts  from  Italy,  it  appears  hof- 
tilities  have  been  on  the  point  of  bein«- 


renewed  in  that  country  ;  but 


an  agree- 


ment has  been  made  between  the  Auftri- 
an  general,  Bcllegarde,  and  the  French 
general,  Brune,  by  which  the  latter  yieldi 
up  Ferrara,  and  the  former  confents  to 
wave  any  claims  reflecting  Tufcany,  fo 
unjUftly  feized  by  the  French.  That  vi- 
olation of  faith  made  a  great  impreffton, 
on  the  court  of  Vienna,  but  prudence 
flitted  its  refentment.  The  demolition 
of  Ulm,  Ingolltadt  and  Philipfburgh,  con- 
trary to  treaty,  has  alfo  made  a  <  onddtr- 
able  fenfation  in  Germany — and  the  Mo- 
niteur  has  attempted  a  defence  of  the 
meafure.  The  demolition  of  Ulm,  it  is 
faid,  has  been  fufpended,  in  confequence 
of  certain  remonftrances.  Lucien  Buon- 
aparte is  gone  to  Madrid — but  how  a  mif- 


ton  thither  can  promote  peace,  and  hum- 
ble the  Englifh,  as  the  Paris  Journals 
have  informed  us,  we  know  not,  unlefs 
it  ii  intended  that  Spain  (hall  materially 
contribute  to  the  means  of  attack  on 
this  country.  The  llorms  rn  which  our 
fleet  ftiffered  at  Gibraltar,  is  noticed  in 
letters  from  Spain,  piibliflied  in  thefe 
Journals — and,  it  is  faid.  one  or  two 
tranfporti  have  been  driven  afliore.  The 
fleet  mmt  be  coniiderably  embarraffed  by 
the  lots  of  anchors,  t<c.  which  it  has  fuf- 
tained,  and  it  will  be  unanable  to  under- 
take active  operations  till  it  receives  a 
fupply  of  ftores.  The  French  funds  Hill 
continue  at  34  and  a  fracVion,  notwiths- 
tanding the  apparent  opening  of  the  Con- 
grefs  of  Luneville.  If  it  is  trua  that  ap- 
artments are  fitting  up,  both  for  Jofeph 
Buonaparte  and  Cobcnzel,  they  muft  in- 
tend to  make  fome  flay  here,  and  active- 
ly enter  upon  negotiations. 

STRASBURGH,  November  4. 
A  Ruffian  courier  pitted  through  this 
•ity,  for  Paris — he  travelled  with  great 
fpeed — This  is  the  fecond  within  a  week. 

HAGUE,  Oilober  14. 

It  is  confirmed  that  three  great  Ruffian 
armies  are  to  be  formed;  and  we  are  al- 
lured that  his  majefty,  the  Emperor,  will 
command  one  of  them  in  perfon,  fliould 
circumftances  rendtr  it  neceffary  for  them 
to  be  employed. 

Citizen  Schimmelpennick  has  left  this 
place  on  his  return  to  Paris. 

Several  officers  have  returned  here 
from  the  army  of  the  Rhine,  which  oc- 
cafions  it  to  be  believed  that  there  will 
be  no  winter  campaign. 

On  the  7th  inftant  a  (hip  of  war  was 
difcovcred  to  be  on  fire,  from  the  H'elder 
point.  She  is  either  an  American  frigate 
or  an  Englilh  (hip  of  war. 


PHILADELPHIA,  December  23. 

An  effort  has  been  made  in  the  fenate 
•f  the  United  States,  to  deftroy  the  trea- 
ty with  France — ihould  they  lucceed  for 
the  prefent,  no  tlTential  evil,  betide  the 
expence,can  arife  to  tr.e  country,  bee»ufe 
feveral  of  thole  who  have  been  hottile  id 
our  liberty,  peace  and  independence,  v.v. 
on  the  third  of  March,  return  art  11 
mafs  of  their  fellow  citizens,  tmi  St 
will  be  fent  in  their  room — when  v.c 
Jhall  have  peace,  fecurity,  and  an  econo- 
mical regard  to  the  public  treafure,  in 
fpite  of  our  enemies  at  home  and  abroad. 
December  24. 

A  letter  from  Washington,  received 
this  morning,  fays,  Mr.  Jay  has  been  no- 
minated chief  juftice  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  room  of  Oliver  EU'woul. 
•fq.  refigned. 

A  gentleman  who  left  the  city  of  Wam- 
ingtou  yefterday,  informs,  that  it  was 
currently  reported  there,  that  the  French 
treaty  would  not  be  ratified.  On  what 
ground  this  report  had  gained  currency, 
he  could  not  fay.         Ball.  Fed.  Gaz. 

Mr.  Varnum  in  the  houfe  of  reprefen- 
tatives  of  the  United  States,  called  up 
his  refolution  on  Wednefday  laft,  for  re- 
ducing the  fecond  regiment  of  artilerilts 
to  three  battalions — it  at  prefent  confifts 
of  four.  It  produced  a  very  long  and 
warm  debate — and  on  the  qiieftion  being 
taken,  there  were  for  it  39,  againft  it  46. 
December  26. 

Reports  are  in  circulation,  that  the 
faction  in  the  fenate  have  contrived  to 
obtain  a  majority,  and  reject  the  conven- 
tion with  France.  We  cannot  give  cre- 
dit to  the  report,  however  confiftent  it 
tnav  be  with  the  former  conduct  of  that 
faction.

Thofe 
who  may  have  more  Produce  than  would 
be  convenient  for  them  to  take  in  Goods, 
fhall  receive  Cafli,  by  allowing  a  reafon- 
ble  credit,  but  no  payments  will  be  mado 
either  in  Goods  or  Cafli,  until  the  deli- 
very of  the  articles,  and  it  is  further  ex- 
pected that  none  will  folicit  an  ad\ymee, 
as  it  is  impofhble  for  them  (in  confe- 
quence of  the  numerous  difappointments 
heretofore  experienced)  either  to  difcri- 
miaate,  or  to  deviate  from  this  rule.
